j rimary  School.  Subsequent  cases  came  in  rapidly,  and  it  was  clear  that 

I large  epidemic  threatened.  In  view  of  the  need  for  quick  diagnosis, 
he  department  took  over  the  investigation  of  all  cases  of  diarrhoea 
nown  about  and  in  fact  over  600  such  cases  virere  investigated.  Of  these, 
p2  were  found  positive  Scnn;.:  dysentery.  The  local  schools  ■ere  asked  to 
i otify  daily  all  cases  of  diarrhoea  in  children,  and  the  local  doctors 
ere  similarly  approached  and  their  full  co-operation  obtained. 

The  department  continued  this  method  until  29th  April,  when  the 
edical  investigation  of  cases  of  diarrhoea  was  returned  to  the  general 
' ractitioners. 

Of  the  total  cases,  an  unnusually  large  pronortion,  by  national 
tandards,  was  in  school  attenders,  and  investigations  of  school  hygiene 
evealed  several  deficiencies.  It  became  clear  that  the  main  method  of 
pread  vvas  amongst  school  children  and  thence  back  to  the  home,  and 
rrprovement  in  school  hygiene  was  coincident  v/ith  a drop  in  the  number 
f"  cases.  This  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  School  medical  Authorities 
nd  their  efforts  helped  to  break  the  chain  of  spread.  The  co-operation 
f the  local  press  in  health  education  at  this  time  was  of  great  assis- 
ance.  It  was  evident  as  investigations  proceeded  that  person  to  person 
ontact  with  inadequate  hand  washing  and  toilet  cleanliness  v/as  the 
I ethod  of  spread,  and  the  Department  will  need  to  pursue  an  educational 
I rograrame  directed  to  this  object  if  further  outbreaks  are  to  be  proven- 
J ed, 

Tight  of  the  nine  cases  of  poliomyelitis  occured  during  an  eight 
• rcek  period  in  August  to  October,  and  four  cases  v/c-re  in  one  family.  In 
ipite  of  careful  investigation  no  corflmon  link  was  found.
